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«| A Proclamation for reforming ſundry incon- 
ueniences touching the Coynes of this Realme. 


Lbeit by ſundry Proclamations heretofore publiſhed with the 


e aduite of Our pꝛiuie C anncell, We haue ſufficiently manikeſted Our 
care and conſtant dere to meete with ſuch inconuenientes, as either 
diminich the plenty, oꝛ impaire the inſt value ofthe Coynes ok this 
Dur Realme pet experience hath made it euident, that neither the 


Our endeuonr and pꝛouiſion, karre greater quantities of light Gold, then in any fozmer age 
hath beeniznowen, are daply and continually vttered to the great deceit of Our Subiects and 
not onely fo, but the waightieſt of our Coyne, being culled out and loꝛted, is tranſpoꝛted into 
foꝛraine parts, to the impoueriſhing of this Pur Realine. And therkoꝛe finding theſe euils, 
(grounded vpon hope of gaine) to bꝛeake through all other politique Conſtitutions, Wee 
haue reſolued in purſuit of our Lawes and Pꝛoclamations againſt thoſe abuſes,to make triall, 
if by pꝛopolall ot benefit to ſuch as (hall further Our intention, though with Our owne appa- 
rant loſſe, Mee may aduance the plentie and abundance of Coyne within Our Realmes: And 
therfo2e finding that the p2ofit of Our toinage (though already abated beneath the Rates of foz- 
mer ttines)doth at this pzeſent amount tothe ſumme of twenty lire ſhillings fourc pence foꝛ enes 
ry pound waight of Gold coyned at Our Mint, beſides lome gaine by ſharing at the ſame Mint; 
Wee haue giuen oꝛder, that foꝛ and during the ſpace ofone peere now next enſuing, the ſame bee 
reduced to the lumme of fifteene ſhillings onely , including therein alſo the gaine by ſharing, 
And to the intent all Our louing Subiects, that (ſhall bee occaſioned fo bꝛing any Gold to bee 
copned at Our Mint, may haue a iuſt and full returne thereof, without diminntion; Wee doe 
hereby publiſh and declare, and it is Our expꝛeſſe will and pleaſure, that Our Officers of Our 
Mint ſhall from hencekoꝛth, accozding to the ancient Law and Cuſtome of this Our Realine 
(ratified by authoꝛitie of Parliament in the fine and twentieth peere of the KNeigne of Hur moſt 
Noble Pꝛogenitoꝛ King Edward the third, and in the ninthyeere of the Reigne of King Henry 
the fift ) reteiue Goldand Siluer into Our Mint by weight, and ſhall deliner out the Moneys 
thereof, when it ſhall be made, by weight oꝛ by number, at the election of Him which (hal receiue 
the lame without delay oz difficultie. 
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And whereas, foꝛ the reducing of Our Gold toyne to the ſame pꝛite ⁊ value which it bare in 
foꝛreine parts, whereby the tranſpoztation thereof might moꝛe eaſily be pꝛeuented, we did here⸗ 
tofoꝛe aduante the lame gold Coine in euery twentie Shillings, two Shillings, and accozding 
to that pꝛopoꝛtion in greater oꝛ leſſer pieces of Gold, by which meanes the lame Coines are not 
found fo blefull foz Dur Subiects, both by the vnaptneſſe foꝛ tale, occaſioning fractions and 
perplexities in reckonings, and by the inequality of the ſumme, canſingour Subiectsin ſome 
diſburſements of Gold, to deliuer moꝛe then otherwiſe they would if the Coine were ok an euen 
pꝛopoꝛtion; WE haue thought meete hereafter to foꝛbeare the ſtamping ofany moꝛe of thoſe 
vnequall Coines, and to reduce Our Mone ys hereafter to bee made vnto the ancient values ot 
Coine in vſe befoze the (aid aduancement; intending neuertheleſſe, and Our expꝛeſſe will and 
plealure is, That ſuch as are already copned, ſhall continue of the ſame value as they be at this 
pꝛeſent: And therefoꝛe foꝛ the time to come, to remoue ſuch inequalitie in Coynes , we haue re- 
ſolued of tertaine Copnes of Gold, which together with thoſe already toyned we will and oꝛ⸗ 
daine to be from hentefoꝛth currant within theſe Our Kingdomes of Great Brittaine , Jre⸗ 
land, and the reſt of Our Domintons, (thatis to ſay) One piete offine Angel gold, ofthe value 
of thirtie Shillings ſterling ſtamped on the one ſide with Our picture crowned, and in Parlia- 
ment robes, ſitting in a Chaire, and at the feete a Poꝛtcullis, with Our ſtile, 1A CO BVS D. G. 
MAG. BRIT. FRAN. & HIB. REX: And on the other ſide, Our Armes, with a troſſe 
flozy,and the number of XXX. A circle abont the Eſcutchion of Armes, charged with Flower 
deluces, Lyons, and Boles, with this inſcription in an outer circle, A DN O FAC TVM 
IS TVD, ET EST MIRA B. IN OCVLIS NRIS. Another piece of fine Angel Gold, of 
the value of Fifteene Shillings, ſtamped on the one ſide with a Lyoncrowned,holdingaſcep- 
ter in the one paw, and Dur Elſcutchion of Armes in the other, marked with the num- 
ber XV. with Our ſtile afoze-menttoned , and on the other ſide with a ſpur-rowell, and in 
the midſt thereof a Boſe, and without the points of the rowell Flower-deluces , Ly- 
ons, and Crownes, with the foze-mentioned inſcription about, A Dno factum iſtud, & eſt 
mirab. in oculis noſtris. One other piece of fine Angel Golde of the value of ten Shillings, 
ſtamped on the one ſide with the picture of an Angel ſtriking a Serpent, with the number 
of X. and Our ſtile afozeſaid round about, and on the other ſide with a Shippe with one 
ſaile diſplayed , With Dur Armes thercon, and with the like inſcription, A Dfio factum 
iſtud, & eſt mirab. in oculis noſtris. One other piete of Crowne Gold of the value of twentie Shil- 
lings, ſtamped on the one (ide, with Our picture Crowned witha Laurell, with the number of 
XX. and Our ſtile afoze-mentioned round about, and on the other ſide Our Armes crowned, 
with this inſcription about, Faciam cos ingentem vnam. One other piece of Crowne Gold of the 
value of ten Shillings, ſtamped with Our Picture and ſtile laſt mentioned, and the number of 
x. on the one ſide,and onthe other ſide Our Armes Crowned, with this inſcription about, Hen- 
ricus Roſas, Regnalacobus. And one other piece of crowne Gold of the value of fine Shillings, 
ſtamped on the one ſide with Our Picture and ſtile laſt mentioned, and the number of v. and on 
the other ſide with the like ſtampe as the ten Shillings piece. 

And becauſe the abuſe of impairing Our Gold Coyne is growne moe W here⸗ 
tofoꝛe, by reaſon the delinering and reteiuing the ſame by waight (a matter agreeable both to 
antient and moderne Tawes and Pzoclamations) hath bene ok late greatly neglected, whereby 
Offenders haue had moꝛe oppoꝛtunitie and encouragement toclip, wach and diminich the ſane 
Coynes ; Wee haue therefoze thought good to quicken the ſaid Lawes, and fozmer Pucla⸗ 


nations; And therekoze accozditig to the pzeſident of a Pzoclamation made in the Hine and 
twentieth peere ofthe raigne ol Our late deare ſiſter Queene Elizabeth, which continued in foꝛte till 
her deceaſe, And of the like Pꝛoclamation ſince publiſhed by Us, in the ninth yeere of Our 
raigne of England, we doe hereby declare, That after the firſt day of September next.it ſhall be 
free and lawfullfo2 all and euery Our loutng Subietts. to refuſe in any payments, all piecesof 
Gold heretofoꝛe Coyned, which ſhalbe lighter then accozding to the Nemedies oꝛ Abatements 
pꝛelſcribed by the afoꝛeſaid Pꝛoclamation, made in the ninth veere ol Our raigne, That is toſay,

And to the intent all Our loning Subiects in all parts ofthis Our Realme map haue good 
and inſt weights foꝛ the true weighing of all the ſaid Coynes of Gold, and true and vpꝛight 
graines ⁊ halfe graines foꝛ the remedies #abatements afozeſaid, Me haue commanded the Ma⸗ 
ſter of our Mint within Our Tower ol London now being, (the appointment thereok, being 


pꝛoper æ petuliar to Us onely) to pꝛepare and make ready befoꝛe the ſaid firſt day of September 
next a ſafficient number of vpzight Balantes and true Weights, alwell of euerp ſeuerall peece 


of Gold lawfully currentin this Our Kealme, as of the ſayd remedies andabatements, to bee 
ready to deliner at reaſonable p2ices, to bee rated by Our Commiſſioners foꝛ Our Treaſurte, oꝛ 
Treaſurer of England fo2 the time being, to allſuch our Subiects as ſhall require the ſame; 
And Our will and pleaſure is, That the chiefe Officers in all Our Cities,Bozoughs+ Townes 
toꝛpoꝛate of this our Realme of England, and Pꝛintipalitie of Wales, ſhall befoze the laſt day ot 
the ſaid moneth of September next, pꝛouide to haue one payꝛe ofthe ſaid Weights ſufficient, at 
the hands ofthe laid Maſter of Our Mint, within euery ſuch City. Woꝛongh, and Towne cozpo- 
rate, well and ſafely to be kept, foꝛ tryall ofthe Weight of the ſaid Eopnes, as any occaſion ſhall 
bee. And Mee ſtraitly foꝛbid all Our Subiects and others whatſoeuer, to haue oꝛ ble any o- 
ther Weights then as afozeſaid foꝛ the ſaid Copnes of Gold,remedies, oz abatements, oꝛ any 


of them.
